ALBERTA FINANCE 


On Tuesday of last week Hon. R. 
G. Reid brought down Alberta’s bud¬ 
get for the coming year, showing that 
it* is the intention to tax the people of 
Alberta, some 650,000 in number, a 
total of $17,107,000 during the com¬ 
ing year, expenditures being forecast 
as only $73,000 less than that amount. 

In 1918, at the peak of war prices, 
Alberta spent only $8,303,000, while 
it was 1920 before our expenditures 
ran into the $10,000,000 total. 

There is no doubt that we have de¬ 
veloped a tremendous capacity to 
spend money on governmental func¬ 
tions here in Alberta. The people, 
however, do not seem to be objecting 
very seriously to the trend, in spite of 
the fact that the present Government 
was elected on an economy-cry. We 
were spending less than $900,000 a 
month when they came into power; 
today we are spending close to $1,- 
600,000 a month, and only ten years 
have elap’sed. 

If we are not mistaken, this is the 
first year since the Farmer Govern¬ 
ment came into power that new forms 
of taxation have not been added. But 
with the possibility that times ’will 
not always be as prosperous as they 
have been in the past decade, we 
might have hoped that the Provincial 
Treasurer would have seen his way 
clear to emulate the Federal Budget 
and decrease or wipe out some of the 
taxes.—Lethbridge Herald.

Very general interest on the part 
of the farmers of the district in the 
possibilities of cattle raising, was 
shown by the large attendance at the 
Agricultural Short Course, commenc¬ 
ing Tuesday afternoon. The subject 
was Beef and Dairy Cattle, G. G. Car¬ 
lyle, Live Stock CommisisQher speak¬ 
ing on Dairy Cattle while Mr. Andres 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, treated more particularly of 
beef cattle. 

Messrs. Mydland and Stewart had 
brought In some very line exhibits of 
cattle which were used for demon¬ 
stration purposes. 

Mr. Carlyle presented a strong case 
for tjie introduction of cows into gen¬ 
eral farming program for a number 
of reasons. - 

The dual purpose cow is especially 
good business furnishing a profitable 
sideline witlumilk anil baby aeef. All 
dairy herds prove profitable to those 
with good available markets, and for 
a strictly dairy herd Ayreshires, Hol- 
steins, Guernseys and Jerseys were 
recommended. ! • 

The average man however, al¬ 
though a wheat grower, is much more 
secure in developing side lines, and 
the dual purpose cow furnishes a 
most satisfactory answer. Amongst 
popular and proved breeds for this 
purpose ar e Shorthorns, Ayrshires, 
Red Polled. Not only do they produce 
fine calves, but the excess of milk 
may be put.to excellent use in feed¬ 
ing pigs, poultry, etc. 

The necessity for providing, fodder 
crops for cattle .would prove'in the 
long run of greatest benefit to the 
soil. These crops of clover, etc., help 
the soil, -clean it of weeds, strength¬ 
en it to such an extent that in time, 
the farmer will produce cleaner grain 
in greater yield of higher quality off 
his land, at the same time having al¬ 
so his herd of cows. Mr. Carlyle em¬ 
phasized the vdlue of the herds not 
only 'as money-makers in themselves, 
but because they drive the farmer to 
(he fodder crop. 

Mr. Andres, taking up the subject 
' f beef cattle, spoke of the growing 
i market for yeailings and twb-year- 
olds of medium weight, rather than 
for the heavier three or four year old. 

In buying cattle for feeding, the 
farmer must choose the age which he 
considers will yield him best profit in 
-feeding. The two year olds having 
reached their growth may bq. finished 
most quickly for market. The year¬ 
ling is slightly slower.to come to mar 
ket weight, but there is more often a 
dull market for this age and he may 
be bought more cheaply. The calf 
naturally makes the cheapest gain for 
the food consumer, but on the other 
hand, must be carried over the dang¬ 
er period after weaning. 

Alberta farms are well adapted fof 
all manner of fodder crops high in 
in protein value. The method of fSed- 
.*11 g dp a mptter o| opinion. If gnlb) 
►is plentiful, the two year old may be 
fed almost unlimited , grain, Which 
brings more rapid growth and quick¬ 
er finish. Th^rself-feeding method of 
1 using grahrVas proved safe and prof 
itable, using a smaller amount of 
roughage. In order that self-feeding 
may be safe, hand feeding should 
first be practiced to accustom the ani¬ 
mal to certain grain quantities. And 
if animals are watered twice a day, 
there is no danger of their bloating. 

Good breeding stock is a necessity 
to the farmer raising calves. No one 
can make a good finished steer from 
xll-formed breeding stock. Using the 
Shorthofn cow as an erample, Mr. 
Andres demonstrated the points of ex¬ 
cellence shown—broad muzzle and 
forehead, quiet eye x deep heart girth, 
good depth of rib, the roomy type, 
with broad hind Quarters and pliable 
mellow skin. 

The bull is said to be half the herd. 
He should be pure bred and any 
man raising commercial tattle with 
grade cows must have a pure bred 


Interesting Article on Deep Tillage 
by Arrow wood Farmer 


I would like to point out that the 
article which was published in your 
paper under date of January 30th 
form the U.F.A., did not give your 
readers who had not read the first ar¬ 
ticle in that paper a very good idea of 
what I was trying to bring to their 
attention. 

The cut used was to show what a 
3 bottomed gang plow looks like 
when fitted with the subsoiler points 
which I have designed, but’ you failed 
to explain this to your readers and 
possibly many of them would not 
know just what it was. 

The big idea behind what is known 
as the Killifer Deep Tillage system is 
to break up the subsoils to a suffic¬ 
ient depth to permit the soil to ab¬ 
sorbed all the moisture just Where it 
falls, and not allow a large part of it 
to run off. into the low parts of the. 
fields, or into the sloughs and creeks 
in place of keeping it where the crops 
which are seeded on the land will be 
able to make use of it. »• 

In order to do this it has been 
found that in most soils it is neces¬ 
sary to loosen them up to a depth of 
12 in. to 16 in., but in such a. way 
that the subsoils .will not be brought 
to 1 the surface, as would be the case 
iii deep plowing.', 

It has only been able to do this 
work by v#ry heavy cultivators which 
are very expensive, until I was able 
al my stubble land before the freeze- 
up. 

to design the points, or shovels to at¬ 
tach to the plow beams. 

As every farmer has a plow to 
suit the power he is using all he will 
need to do is to remove his plow bot¬ 
toms and fit on the subsoiler points 
which can be made to fit any kind of 
a plow beam. 

Stones do not bother them nearly, 
as much as they will the plow bot¬ 
toms as they simply hook on to them 
and root them out to the surface, or 
slide over them if they are too deep 
for the points to get a good hold on 
them. 

! / As the points fit right on the front 
side of the beam and only need to ex¬ 
tend enough below the- end of the 
beam to keep the beam from riding 
of the little furrow 
they are almost indistructable, as 
they really reinforce the beam. 

1 am informed that there are a few 
men in the Vulcan, Blackie and Stave 
ly districts who have become sufficient 
ly interested in the system to go to 
the expense of buying the expensive 
cultivators fpr doing this work, and 
what I wanted to do was to let every 
farmer who wanted to try this sys¬ 
tem out on his own land know, that 
all he needed to do was to get these 
points made,.which will cost less than 
plow shares and will last longer and 
be much itfe expense to 'sharpen and' 
re-point. 

The work should be done when the 
subsoils are' as dry as possible so 
that they will just be raised h little 
by the points .as they are moving for¬ 
ward through the soil and cau^e it to 
break up in lumps and leave the 
cracks for the top soil to trickle 
down into which will "carry with it 
■Che- bacteria which was spoken of in 
the former article, and latgr when 
the moisture come it will be able to- 
settle down in these openings and re-; 
main down where it will be out of 
the reach of the sun and hot winds, 
until it is needed by- the growing 
crop during the dry periods in the 
growing season. - 

I used this system last summer in 
place of plowing my summerfallow 
and after harvest I subsoiled nearly 

What I plan to seed in the spring 
I only subsoiled 8 in. to 10 in. deep 
and what I plan to summerfallow 
this season I subsoiled 10 in. to 12 in. 
deep. 

What I did not get done before the 
freeze-up I will finish as soon as the 
frost is out if the winter’s snows 
have not put enough moisture in the 
soil to make the subsoil too moist to 
break well: 

I plan to put the discs over all of it 
just as soon as the surface is dry 
enough to work so as to create a seed 
bed to germinate the weed, seeds and 
to close up the moisture which has 
been made by the winter’s snows. 

At this writing, February 6, the 
snows have all melted and none of it 
blew off the field because the lumps 
and stubble which was left sticking 
up,all over the fields held it where it. 
fell.and when the thaws came the wa 
ter simply settled into the depres¬ 
sions which were caused where the 
lumps of soil were turned up- It froze 
and lay there in the form of ice until 
the next thaw came. Out in the stub¬ 
ble where he land was left hard and 
smooth the snows melted down until 
it forced ice about a half inch thick 
[all over the surface of the field. 

' The ground underneath this ice was 
frozen* as deep as the fall moisture 
.had penetrated, about 3 to 4 Inches 
deep, while in the loose soil where it 
had been stirred up with the cultiva¬ 
tors the frost was only about one to 
two inches deep. 

When the next thaw came the Chin¬ 
ook soon drew the frost out of thp 
loose soil around the borders of the 
ice in the little depressions and the 
water began to settle down into he 
loose soil and within 15 hours of the 
time the chinook wind started to 
blow the ice had all melted and set¬ 
tled away. 

In the adjoining stubble field the 
layer of ice on top of the soil had to 
melt before the frost could be drawn 
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field crops commis¬ 
sioner and Mr. de Long of l.acombc 
agr.cultural school were the speakers 
on February 12, their subjects being 
Alfalfa, Sweet Clover and* Seed 
Grains.

There is need fpr the stabilization 
of agriculture, for the maintenance 
of the strength of the soil. Weeds are 
getting a serious hold on the west, 
and. lack* of proper method of crops 
rotation is causing a diminishing 
quantity of nitrate in the soil. The 
'£arth is being mined for grain. 

leguminous crops are the salvation 
of the farmer with their fibrous roots 
which choke down the weeds, supply 
nitrates to the soil and take’ the 
place of summer Tallow. The use of 
leguminous crops in rotation will 
maintain the fertility of the soil. It 
is only by keeping up the high quali¬ 
ty of Canadian wheat, that our far¬ 
mers can compete successfully in the 
world’s markets. And the quality can 
only be maintained by intelligent soil 
treatment. 

Too many varieties of grain are 
being used by Southern Alberta far¬ 
mers and in world competition uni¬ 
formity of our product is .important 
Amongst registered seed Marquis was 
highly recommended, with Reward 
most suitable for areas where Mar¬ 
quis may not ripen. Red Bobs re¬ 
quires that the season be just right. 

For the benefit of Western far¬ 
mers, there should be a statistical 
bureau of information giving the ex¬ 
act quantity of grain required for 
world maintenance, the production 
most profitable for Canada, etc. The 
farmer should have definite guide to 
grow in order to meet world,market 
and bring best results to himself. 

Mr. de Long speaking on legumin¬ 
ous crops, referred particularly to 
clover and alfalfa. The alfalfa is the 
hardier legume but the clover is jus¬ 
tified in its heavier crop and return 
of fertility to the soil, 

A grass mixture with the clover j 
provides ideal feeding; and is better 
for stock than the straight clover. A 
crop rotation of sweet .jcjpver, and 
wheat has proved excellent in results. 
With' a sowing of timothy grass with 
clover, in the first year a good stand 
will be taken, but the second season 
will bring a great c r op-,

“ Is there dartgeF of cutting sweet 
clover too short?” “Clover should be 
cut with a binder, not too short, but 
the second growth is more dependent 
on early cutting than on a heavy 
stubble.”

out of the soil and as soon as the ice 
started to melt it began to travel to 
the lowest spots in the field, or off into 
the sloughs and Coulees and down in¬ 
to the creek. There are a number of 
sloughs in one of my fields which 
have always filled up with water ev¬ 
ery winter, but there has not been a 
particle drained into them this win¬ 
ter. 

I am confident that I have saved 
enough moisture on theAe fields to in¬ 
crease the crop next year by several 
bushels per acre by this subsoiling if 
we have another short crop on ac¬ 
count of lack of moisture. 

While at the U.F.A. convention last 
week. I metTny old friend, Mr. J. A. 
Lund of Barons, whetm many of your 
readers will knoW and he said, “I 
saw a crop .of barley when I was 
down in California in the winter of 
1922-23, part of which was on land 
which had Tjeen “chiseled,’’ as they 
called it, and the balance of the field 
had been plowed and worked iiy the 
ordinary way.” 

“When I saw the crop the part on 
the “chiseled” land stood about knee 
high and was a nice thick stand- and 
a good dark green' color and looked 
like a 40 bushel crop without any 
more moisture.” “That on the plow¬ 
ed portion, and only a few feet away 
was about 4 to 6 inches high and all 
burned down.” 

“This portion would make nothing 
without immediate moisture.” 

This tells wh^t the possibilities of 
the system are and 1 think we should 
all learn more of it.
